Ralph Terry, Woodville farmer, 
found his rows that were not 
chopped also produced a little 
heavier yield than the thinned 
rows. 

Russell Davis and L. J. Peltzer, 
Ivanhoe district ranchers, and Bill 
Boone, Dinuba, found no real dif- 
ference in yields whether they 
chopped or not. 

“My cotton showed a distinct 
increase in production where it 
was not chopped,” declared Robert 
Woolsey, Tulare-Tipton district 
rancher. And H. H. Hutchinson, 
Poplar rancher and ginner, said 
that although there was no dif- 
ference ‘in yield between the rows 
that were chopped and not chop- 
ped, the rows where the cotton 
was thick picked the easiest. And 
this was where over 50 pounds 
seed were planted per acre. 

This is the significant thing. It 
is common knowledge that thick 
cotton machine picks easier and

ped cotton. If there is no differ- 
ence in yield, then a farmer can 


be spared the $8 to $15 per qcre 


expense of chopping. 


There are two conditions, how- 
ever, where chopping would be 


alfalfa or pasture‘ or on other 
strong fertile soil where cotton 
tends to grow without fertilizing. 
In such cases chopping the cotton 
out will tend to keep it from 
growing so rank. 

The other condition is where a 
field is weedy or grassy. But 
here the emphasis should be plac- 
ed on getting rid of the weeds, not 
just ciiopping or spacing the cot- 
ton. Where there are no weeds 
that portion of the field might 
well be skipped. 

Many other similar tests have 
been carried on with Tulare coun- 
ty cotton farmers, and the Farm 
Advisor’s office. Most of these 
have shown the same results as 
those mentioned above. Other 
farmers might profit by their 
neighbor’s results, and leave a 
portion of their field not chopped

* Average prices received by Cali- 
fornia farmers for several agricul- 
tural products declined during the 
month ended April 15. Decreases 
were registered in the prices for 
hay and all feed grains with the 
exception of corn. Producers’ 
prices for alfalfa seed, hogs, beef 
cattlé, milk, wool and all citrus 
crops were also down as compared 
to mid-March, according to the 
California. Crop and Livestock Re- 
porting service. 

During the. same period, prices 
for rice, cotton lint, lambs, chick- 
ens and eggs advanced slightly.

Cryolite dusts applied at bloom 
control. the first brood of the 
grape leaf folder; growers haye 
about a two week period in which:

Cryo- 
lite applied for either of the first 
two broods will generally prevent 
any infestation in the fall. 

Most of the infestation in Tu- 
lare county is confined to areas 
near the river bottom or the foot- 
hills. Normally there are not 
many vineyards which require 
treatment. By watching for 
rolled leaves, the broods can be 
controlled before much damage 
results.

the soil contains enough moisture. 
On sandy soil which may not stick 
together even when wet, farmers 
will have to judge by the appear- 
ance of the soil. 

It is dangerous to judge by the 
appearance of the cotton plants. 
If the plants start to wilt in the 
morning they have already been 
dry too long. 

After the first irrigation it is 
preferable to give deep soaking 
irrigations spaced further apart 
than frequent light- irrigations. 
Better developed root systems 
will result. 

Indications are that most cot- 
ton fields on sandy loam soil 
should be irrigated about the last 
week of May or first week of 
June. Heavy soils hold more 
moisture and so may not need ir- 
rigating so soon.
